U.S.  Aid  To  Cambodia  Withdrawn 
Becaase  Of  Commanistic  Leanings 
Of  Small  Southeast  Asian  Kingdom 


WASHINGTON,  (UPl)  — The  United 
States  reluctantly  agreed  Wednesday  to 
witlidraw  all  aid  to  the  Southeast  Asian 
kingdom  of  Cambodia,  which  apparently  has 
decided  to  abandon  its  shaky  neutrality  and 
cast  its  lot  with  the  Communists. 

PRINCE  NORDOM  Sihanouk’s  demand 
for  an  end  to  his  $30  million-a-year  allow- 
ance from  Washington  was  contained  in  a 
note  delivered  today  to  U.S.  Ambassador 
Philip  D.  Strouse  in  Phnom  Penh,  the  Cam- 
bodian capital. 

The  note  repeated  Sihanouk’s  earlier 
charges  tiiat  the  United  States  was  taking 
part  in  a plot  to  overthrow  his  regime. 

U.^.  DIPLOMATIC  relations  with  Cam- 
bodia w'ere  not  affected.  The  withdrawal  will 
involve  a 60-man  U.S.  Military  mission  and 
180  other  An^ericans  supervising  the  eco- 
nomic aid  program. 

Since  1955,  Cambodia  has  accepted  more 
than  $350  million  in  U.S.  military  and  eco- 
nomic aid. 


THE  STATE  Department  said  the  United 
States  was  preparing  a formal  reply  to  the 
Cambodian  note.  It  was  expected  to  express 
U.S.  regrets  over  Sihanouk’s  decision  and  to 
reject  his  accusations  of  American  support 
for  exiled  rebels.  ^ 

Authorities  here  viewed  the  move  with 
seriods  concern,  because  Cambodia  would  be 
a prize  plum  in  pommunist  China’s  drive  to  - 
take  over  Southeast  Asia.  The  kingdom  of 
five  million  people  is  surrounded  on  three 
sides  by  Thailand,  South  Viet  Nam  and  Laos, 
whose  neutrality  is  thd^  keystone  of  U.S. 
policy  in  that  part  of  the  world. 

SOME  AUTHORITIES  said  they  believed 
that  Sihanouk,  always  plagued  by  dark  fear.s 
of  intrigue  against  his  rule,'  had  played  into 
the  hands  of  the  Communists  by  accepting 
their  predictions  of  eventual  victory  in 
Southeast  Asia.  The  recent  overthrow  of  the 
late  President  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  in  neighbor- 
ing South  Viet  Nam  may  have  reinforced 
the  Prince’s  probable  fears  of  danger  from 
the  United  State;!.

Out  Of  Staters 
Do  Not  Need 
Utah  Licenses 

The  demand  for  out-of-state 
students  to  purchase  Utah  license 
plates  has  been  abandoned  for 
all  non-resident  students,  said 
Utah  State  Tax  Commissioner  Ar- , 
ias  G.  Belnap,  Wednesday. 

He  said  the  decision  was  an- 
nounced recently  by  Tax  Com- 
mission Chairman  Orville  Gun- 
ther, after  the  concession  wSTs 
made  at  the  State  Capitol  meet- 
ing of  Utah  and  Idaho  represen- 
tatives. 

THE  CONCESSION  received 
unanimous  support. 

The  decision  was  made,  in  part, 
because  of  the  feelings  of  Idaho 
farmers  and  students  having  to 
register  vehicles  used  in  Utah. 
Southern  Idaho  feelings  culmin- 
ated several  days  ago  by  posting 
signs  reading,  “Idaho  Hunters 
Welcome,  Utah  Hunters  Stay 
Out.” 

MR.  BELNAP  explained  that 
the  Utah  State  Tax  Commission 
has  the  authority  to  demand  that 
registration  be  required,  but  it 
has  no  control  over  existing  sta- 
tutes with  regards  to  property 
tax.  County  assessors  could  re- 
quire that  a property  tax  be  lev- 
ied. 

He  stated  that  if  Utah  schools 
with  out-of-state  student  drivers 
will  issue  them  special  sticker 
permits,  the  Tax  Commission  will 
not  require  Utah  license  plates 
for  such  cars. 

Before  the  sticker  is  obtained,  a 
Utah  safety  inspection  must  be' 
passed.

In  Salt  Lake  . . . 

LDS  Church  Buys  Land 
For  Jr.  College  Project 

A Church  junior  college  will  be  built  on  the  Forest  Dale 
golf  course  in  Salt  Lake  City,  according  to  Ben  E.  Lewis, 
BYU  vice  president. 

Pres.  Lewis  met  with  the  Salt  Lake  City  Commission 
Tuesday.  lie  said  no  information  is  available  as  to  when  it 
will  proceed. 

’ THE  STATEMENT  came  after  the  Salt  Lake  City  Com- 
mission requested  the  property  as  a golf  course  again  in 
1964.  As  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
purcliased  the  property  in  1959,'  such  authorization  must 
come  from  the  university  board  of  trustees. 

Salt  Lake  City  has  continued  to  use  the  property  as  a 
municipal  golf  course.  Tlie  church  still  owes  $25,000  of  the 
original  pui*ehase  price  of  $567,680.  The  remaining  amount 
sliould  be  paid  soon. 

IN  1959  THE  city  commission  sold  tlie  property  to  the 
Church  after  appraisals  as  to  its  worth  had  been  ma^e.  This 
was  done  without  any  type  of  public  hearing  or  negotiation. 
Bids  were  also  not  called  for  on  the  property. 

Third  District  Judge  Joseph  G.  Jeppson  dismissed  a 
claim  by  a taxpayer  wlio  attempted  to  block  the  sale  of  the 
property  to  the  Church.  He  claimed  that  the  transaction  was 
not  valid,  according  to  members  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Com- 
mission who  made  the  statement  this  week.

Provo  Commission  Approves 
Downtown  Parking  Increase 

Proposals  for  an  increase  in  the  downtown  parking 
capacity  to  handle  over  100  more  cars  has  been  approved 
by  the  Provo  City  Commission. 

ACCORDING  TO  Kay  A.  Randall,  chairman  of  the  Cent- 
ral Business  District  Development  Committee,  the  change 
will  take  place  before  Christmas.  It  will  involve  a change 
from  the  present  parallel  parking  to  diagonal  parking  on 
three  downtown  streets. 

Also  approved,  was  a recommendation  to  change  the 
time  limit  on  off-street,  non-metered  parking  areas  from 
four  to  two  hours. 

STREETS  TO  BE  affected  by  the  change  are  100  East 
and  300  West  from  Center  Street  to  100  Noith,  and  100  West 
from  100  South  to  200  North. 

Provo  police  traffic  department  is  responsible  for  the 
changes,  Mr.  Randall  said.  However,  in  some  areas,  diagonal 
parking  is  already  permitted.

Venezuela  Stops  Revolt 


Nikita  Gets  Rockei' 


By  Terrorists  In  Caracas 


To  Stay  In  Rhythm 


CARACAS,  VENEZUELA, 
(UPI)  — Government  forces  act- 
ing on  “get  tough”  orders  from 
Ptesident  Romulo  Betancourt  ap- 
peared Wednesday  to  have  smash- 
ed terrorist  attempts  to  strong- 
arm  Venezuela  into  a general 
strike. 

Comparative  quiet  returned  to 
Caracas  Wednesday  after  Tues- 
day’s terrorism,  the  most  wide- 
spread for  one  day  since  the  pro- 
Castro  underground  declared  war 
on  Betancourt’s  pro-Western  Dem- 
ocratic government  nearly  two 
years  ago. 

One  person  was  killed  and  sev- 
en were  wounded  in  minor  and  is- 
olated incidents  of  violence  Wed- 
nesday, bringing  the  unofficial

Shortly  before  noon,  the  crack 
Bolivar  battalion  staged  a raid 
on  a building  in  El  Valle,  south- 
west corner  of  the  city,  and  seiz- 
ed what  was  described  officially 
as  a “terrorist  arsenal.” 

Only  gunfire  heard  in  Caracas 
at  mid-day  were  shots  in  the 
western  end  of  the  capital.  Gov- 
ernment patrols  also  were  mov- 
ing in  on  nests  of  extremists  in 
the  slum  districts.

He  disclosed  that 
more  than  150  terrorists  had  been 
arrested,  including  at  least  a doz- 
en who  tried  to  provoke  new  vio- 
lence. t 


With  Washington 


MOSCOW,  (UPI)  — Danish 
Foreign  Minister  P.er  Haekkerup 
presented  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khru- 
shchev with  a rocking  chair  Wed- 
nesday in  Kiev  with  the  hope  he 
would  rock  in  the  “same  rhythm” 
as  President  Kennedy. 

Khrushchev  laughed  and  re- 
plied that  the  “same  rhythm”  is 
important  but  he  held  to  his  hard 
position  on  control  procedures  for 
Allied  convoys  moving  to  and 
from  West  Berlin. 

Haekkerup  said  Khrushchev 
repeated  the  statements  he  made 
Nov.  6 to  a group  of  visiting  Am- 
erican businessmen. 

On  that  occasion,  only  hours 
after  a U.  S.  convoy  was  held  up 
for  two  days,  Khrushchev  warned 
that  it  wodld  have  to  roll  “over 
our  dead  bodies”  if  the  American 
soldiers  refused-  to  obey  Soviet 
control  procedures.

Al-Rubaie,  who  went  to  the  em- 
bassy after  the  students  forced 
their  way  into  the  building,  said 
he  received  the  in|ormation  that 
the  Baathists  were  back  in  pow- 
er in  a telephone  call  from  Bagh- 
dad about  2 p.m. 

“The  man  I spoke  to,  who  is  a 
military  officer  at  the  Presiden- 
tial palace,  said  that  the  Baath- 
ists and  the  Baathist  army  offi- 
cers are  in  full  control,”  Al-Ru- 
baie said.
